Pynamite Soil.

Yesterday afternoon a demonstration
of using explosives to break up hard-
pan was made on the W. L. Park farm
seven miles west of town. _About, 250
m of that section and
1 of this ¢ity—were prasent.
Atthe point where the demonstration
was made the land lies low and there 18
about thirty inches of hard pan whieh
lies mbout six inches below the top of
the ground. A hole was bored to &
depth of thirty inches and the sticks of
dynamite placed in the holes and ex-
ploded. The holes were about fifteen
feet apart, and the dynamite effactively
loosened the hardpan over the acre,
which was the area used in the demon-
atration, The cost of this method of
looseniing the soil, including the labor,
in thirteen dollars per acre on the
average,

This demonstration was made by
representative of the Dupont Powder
Co., and the result seems to have been
very satisfactory to those who wit-
neased it.

The advantage of havmg the hard-
pan broken up and loosened is appar-
ent to all farmers,
